PiTTsm'KH, Oct. 14.— The deputy sher- 
iffs at the Dearmit coal mines made a 
raid on the strikers at Bandy Creek yes- 
terday and arrested 15 men, including 
the members of the brass band. The 
ptrikers were marching on the public 
ff ad and were halted by the deputies 
about a quarter of a mile from the tip 
plo. The band refused to stop playing 
and the entire party was placed under 
arrest without any restotance. 

The members of the band took their 
arrest good naturedly and played their 
instruments as they were escorted from 
the railroad station to the sheriif's 
otBce. Chief Depa^ Van said the men 
were rioters and be feared trouble. 
This is denied by the strikers. 

Superintendent Dearmit claims that 
the three mines of the oompany are 
now running t o their ful lest eapaoity.

REVENUE CUTTER CORWIN BACK. 



She Brought ^ewi From Alaaka and tho 
Boring Soa. 

. San FRAxpisco, Oct. 14.— The United 
States revenue cutter Cor\vin, Captain 
W. J. Herring commnndin»j. !0 days 
from Bering sea, dropped anchor in the 
bay yesterday evening. She brought 
down from the north Dr. Sheldon H. 
Jackson, United States general agent 
of education in Alaska ; Lieutenant D. 
H. Jarvli'from the cutter Bear, Whaler 
J. A. Peters of tlie wrecked whaler 
Navarch, and Richard and RoUo Cam- 
den, who went up on the Eliza Ander- 
son, but who returned to wait until 
spring before going to Dawson. 

Dr. Jackson has been spending the 
summer in the Yukon river valley in 
the interest of the United States gov- 
ernment. He reports the reindeer 
herds as doing finely, loO trained deer 
being ready for freighting. 

The cutter Corwin after carrying dis- 
patches to the cutter Bear, sailed from 
St. Michael's on Friday, Sept. S4. Only 
two parties of miners remained at St. 
Michael's and they were expecting to 
start in a few hours for Dawson. 

On the 86th the Corwin called at St. 
Lawrence island. Dutch harbor was 
reached en the lOth, where she met the 
steamship Pnrthmd bound for St. Mi- 
chael's. After taking on coal and leav- 
ing her cargo of ship building she sailed 
on the 80th for St. Sfichael's. 

The original imrpose of the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
company to build additional steamers 
for tneir Yukon trade this winter at St. 
Michael's, has been changed and the 
steamers will be built at Dutch harbor. 

On Friday, Oct. 1, the steamship 
Humboldt arrived at Dutch harbor, 
with Colonel Randall, U. 8. A., and a 
detachment of United States troops, 
and left on the 8d for St. MiohaePs. 
The cutter Bear was at St. Michael's, 
waiting to convey the steamship Port- 
land on her return trip with miners 
and their gold. 

The new building for the industrial 
mission school at Unalaska, established 
and erected by the Women's Houit; Mis- 
sion society of the Methodtot Episcopal 
church of the United States, is so far 
completed that the mission has moved 
into it. Mrs. M. F. Beiler, who has 
been superintending the work, is now 
en route to her home in Washington, 
D. O. 

NOT NE EDED IN HAWAII. 

The Oralaan Torktowa aad WbaaUac to 
Bo Booallod. 

New York, Oct. 14.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Washington says : It 

is definitely announced at the navy de- 
partment that when the crai.ser Balti- 
more leaves for Hawaii, probably next 
week, she will carry with her orders to 
the Yorktown and tho Wheeling to go to 
Maretoland. The withdrawal of these 
two gnnboato means that the adainis • 
tration to latiNfled that the Baltimore 
and the gunboat Bennington will ht 
snfHcient to protect American interests 
in the tolanda in the future. It also in - 
dicates that the temporary need which 
called the ^two gunboats to Honolnla 
has expired and tmtt the president feels 
safe in directing their return. 

It is frankly admitted that the only 
reason the authorities had for sending 
the gunboats to Hawaii was because of 
a fear that the .Japanese residents in the 
islands, instigated by their government, 
might precipitate a riot which would 
wreck the Dole administration and placu 
them in power, unless checked by 
United States forces. 

Tho authorities are now satisfied from 
the re(K)rts received from Admiral Mil- 
ler that all to quiet in Hawaii. 

WANTED "to mob A SICK MAN. 

Kt'iitucltlan* I'careU That Tellow Fever 
Waa in Their .MIdat. 

St. Louis, Oct. 14.— A special to The 
Republic from Mayfield, Kj., says: An 

unknown man, trying to make his way 
from Memphis to Louisville, was put 
otT a train hero yesterday. He was 
later found lying near the cemetery un- 
conscious. He was taken to tho poor- 
house and revived, only to rave about 
yellow fever. 

A panic ensued and he was at once 
removed to a rude stable. Soon a mob 
of armed men charged upon the stable 
with the intention of burning it and 
the sufferer to prevent the spread Of 
supposed yellow fever. The owner of 
the stable, with leveled revolvers, ward- 
ed off the mob and the sick man was 
visited by phvsicians who found he was 
undergoing chills and malarial fever.

Cossio y Cisneros, who recently ( scaped 
from a Spanish prison in Cuba, w.is a 
passenger on the Ward line steamer 
Seneca, whtoh arrived yesterday from 
Havana. At quarantine Miss Cisneros 
asked to be excused from saying any- 
thing about her imprisonmenr and e-^- 
cape, as she has not yet recovered from 
sea-sickiie.as, from which she had suf- 
fered during her entire passage, and 
which kept her in her stateroom during 
the whole voyage. On the passenger 
list she was registered as Mi.>s .1 nana 
Sola. She was traveling under the care 
of a gentleman who accompanied her 
from Havana. 

When the Seneca reached quarantine 
the towboat J. Fred Lohman, with sev- 
eral newspaper representatives and four 
women, went alongside the steamer, 
and after the health officer's inspection 
was over they went on board and ac- 
companied Miss Cisneros to this city. 

The Cuban girl was seen later in the 
dty, and partionlars retotive to her es- 
cape from Havana were obtained. She 
made her escape in man's attire. Her 
coming aboard the steamer was fraugiit 
Mrith danger, but the yoaug girl walked 
past the Spanish detectives as fearlessly 
as if she had never known danger of 
any kind. 

In order to leave Havana by steam- 
ship it to now necessary to procure a 
passport before buying a ticket. Three 
days before Ifiss Cisneros sailed, that 
to, while she was still in prison, a pass- 
port was procured for Senor Juan Soto, 
and stateroom No. 8 was reserved for 
the young man. The Seneca arrived at 
Havana at 6 o'clock in the morning. 

As soon as tho vessel had tied up to 
her wharf two Spanish detectives came 
on board and stationed themselves at 
the head of the gang plank. They re- 
mained there all day. By 6 o'clock ali 
the passengers booked were on board. 
So were several visitors. Friends of 
Miss Cisneros saw that they were well 
cared for and given plenty to eat and 
drink After a time the chief of police 
came on board. Be was alsa fed and 
wined. 

Just before the veisel cast off her 
lines a slim young fellow came rushing 
down the wharf in an open carriage. 
He carried almost no baggage He was 
dressed in a long frock coat, light trous- 
ers and a huge sombrero hat. Hs 
walked up the gang plank with u swag- 
ger, and in answer to an inquiry, gave 
the name of Juan Sola. The detective-i 
examined his passports and told him to 
go aboard. Juan Sola waa Miss Cis- 
neros disguised as a man. 

Sola at once went to his stateroom, 
from which lie. did not emcr^'e until 
Morro castle was pas.^ed. Then Juan 
Sola came on deck, but in woman's 
garb, and as Juana Sola. In K)ine mys- 
terious manner the name on the purser's 
book was chanvred. Th" voyage toward 
Irei doni was without event.

London. Oct. 14.— Bicycle casualties, 
fatal and serious, are increasing at an 
appalling rate. Many towns of the first 
and second class tl.roughont the coun- 
try are placarded wiili warnings, cau- 
tions and stringent rules for the gov- 
crument of riders issued by the munici- 
pal authorities. A stattotical authoi-ity 
has figured it out that more people 
have been killed and injured through 
wheel accidents for the year ending 
Sept. 1 than in all the railroad accidents 
that have occurred in the United King- 
dom for eight years. The epidemic, 
for so it may be called, to no respecter 
of persons, the victims coming from 
the tenement house as well as from the 
castle. 

The Itot of killed for the past fort- 
night is headed with the name of Hon. 
Barry Maxwell, son and heir to Baron 
Fariiham, who sits in the house of lords 
as a peer of Ireland, and the blow to 
the family is the greater from the fact 
that he is the only sou and heir of tho 
house who has come of age during his 
father's lifetime tor 100 years. His 
coming of age was celebrated but six 
weeks ago. His name is followed by 
those of the sons of two retired million- 
airi' manufacturers. Scorching and in- 
ability to keep the wheels under control 
in the billy sections of the country are 
the chief causes of the abnormal num- 
ber of casualties. Nevertheless the 
number of new riders is daily increas- 
ing. ;

NINE IN TWENTY-POUR HOURa 

Unrlns the Same Time Tliere Was Tweo* 
tjr-Kifht Now Caaea Reported to tha 

llonrd (if llt'iiltli Tlilrti'i'ii New CaSeS 
at Mobile, but >'o Deatha -Reports 
From OShar lafcetod Plaeoa, 

New Oklkans, Oct. 14.^ Ye-t. rday 
was the record smasher in the numb t 
ot deaths m a sinirle rlay fn ui yellow 
fever since the sickness was first report- 
ed in New Orleans. It is difficult to 
find the canse except in the fact that 
concealment, neglect and rebellion 
against the authority of the board of 
health have made it difficult for the phy- 
sicians to give proper attention to cases. 
Tliere have been nine fatalities reported 
daring the past 24 hours. Heretofore 
the highest number of deaths in any 
one day has been six. There have been 
28 now cases. 

At the board of health there was 
some tlisoussion among the gathered 

Ehysicions as to whether the disease 
ad assumed suddenly a more virulent 
form or whether an aggregation of cir- 
cumstances had sent uji the list of 
deaths. Prominent doctors say they do 
not believe the disease has become more 
malignant in type. The}' believe tli;it 
the fact that on some days there have 
been four or five deaths, on succeeding 
days no deaths, and the 11 four or live 
again, goes to show that the fever has 
been as eccentric before as it is now.

The Sinking Fund Commissioners of 
Kentucky have seen fit to dispute the 
■tntcinent that the Martin chair contract 
is "malodorous," and as the Capital is 
not in the habit of making careless state* 
ments, or of allowing its as^Rrtions to be 
called in question, it will have to cite a 
few particulars jnst as an evidence of 
good faith. 

In the first place, in the Senate Jour- 
nal, page 665, Treasurer Lour states that 
A. D. Martin contracted to pay S-i per 
per dozen for chair No. 10. Wtien the 
bids were being made for the chairs, Mr. 
Long furnished the bidders with the 
estimate of cost of each chair, and be 
stated that this No. 10 chair would cost 
^ Ot), counting the labor at 16 cents per 
day per convict. Mr. Long farther 
stated that counting the labor at ?'i cents 
per day the cost would be $5. Bat Sup- 
erintendent Chamberlain subsequently 

fiiriii.'^hed an estimate of the cost of 
material at $3.54 and on a chair requiring 
a Utile more lamber and the same 
amount of labor, the chairs being almost 
identical, Mr. Long stated that the cost 
of labor was $1.20. This would make 
chair No. 10 cost $4.74. This estimate is 
too low and $5 was too low, but Martin 
contracted to pay $o per dozen. 

Now, the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
will explain why they subsequently made 
a secret contract with Martin to let hUn 
have the chairs at $4 per dozen. 

If they can not explain this, perhaps 
tlie Capital can as.aist tlieni. Martin put 
no money in tiie business; when the 
time came for him to make his first pay- 
ment be wanted to raise money ; he 
went to a big Cincinnati house and sold 
a thousand dosen No. 10 chairs at $4 a 
dozen, '_'0 per cent, below cost. Th<

But that is not all. They b^gan to 
make a new chair in place of No. 10. 
The new chair is No. 410. It is identic- 
ally the same chair as No. 10, except, that 
it has a higher back, and the posts have 
no knob on top while the po^ts in No. 10 
have knobs on top. No 10 was con- 
tracted for at $5; by a secret agreement 
the price was reduced to SI, and that not 
being a sutlicieutly good thing fer Con- 
tractor Martin, the State made bim the 
same thing under a new number, 410, 
and charge liim $3.GU for it, Mr. Long 
testifying that the materials cost $2.40 
and the labor fl.L'O. Before issninir any 
more campaign statements, the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners will do well to ex- 
plain this little business. * 

There are dozens of such cases in this 
rotten chair deal. But one more will be 
sufl^cient tor this time. Martin con- 
tracted to pay SIO a do/.on for chair No. 
105, and agreed that be should not take 
more than 26 per cent, of the total num- 
ber of chairs in one month, of this and 
three other styles. This provision was 
put In because the Commissioners said 
that No. 10') was too cheap at SIO, the 
former contractors having paid $14. 02^. 

But the Commissioners have allowed 
Martin to take another chair not in his 
contract at a price fixed at |8 09. This 
chair is No. 100 and is just like No. 105 in 
every material point That it is practic- 
ally the same chair In coat is shown by 
Mr. Long, who furnished the bidders the 
estimate of the cost of the material in 
No. 106 at 17.16, and he snlMeqnently 
testified that the material in No. 100 cost 
$t)M. In other words, Martin is allowed 
to have a chdr that cost 20 cents a dosen 
less than the one he contracted for, at 
{1.01 less than the price he agreed to 
pay, while the one he agreed to buy was 
so cheap that the quantity that he might 
buy was limited, while bv a sub8e({nent 
secret contract he is allowed to buy all he 
chooses to order of a chair exactly like it 
in appearance, it being the same design 
in every material point, and costing, by 
Mr. Long's statement, only 20 cents less, 
at a reduction in price of tl.01.

rulers (,f tho vast eiuiiire. With tho 
choice piiiduets of a great v.drhl t^(t easi- 
ly obtained thero were wanton waste, 
foolish I'xtravaguuco and a strange dis- 
regard of the valoe of expensive luxu- 
ries, and the historian dwelling upon 
these times delightu in recaiiitulating 
the various articles of diet arranged in 
tempting manner upon the groaning ta- 
bles at tbe great feasts and banquets. 

Bat, excepting Nero's dish of peacock 
tongnei and Cleopatra 'i cap of wine 
with tlie dissolved pearls in it, the me- 
nu of our modern banquets would com- 
pare favorably with tliose spread iu the 
times when glutt<iiiy, lieeutiousutss 
and greed for luxury were insidiously 
sapping (be strength of Rome.— George 
£. Walsh in Lippincott's. 

Two Prime Minidtera. 

One day Sir Henry Parkes, the lato 
prime ininister for Is'i w South Wales, 
was reading a recently published lifo 
of Mr. Gladstone, and laying down tho 
volume for a moment he said: "I was 
thinking when reading it of a compari- 
son between Mr. Gladstone's life and 
niy own. When he was at Kton pr* par- 
ing himself for Oxford, mjoying all the 
advantages of a good education, with 
plenty of money, and being trained in' 
every way for his fntare position as a 
statesman, I was working on a rope 
walk at 4 pence a day and suffered such 
cruel treatment that I was knocked 
down with u crowbar and did not re- 
cover my senses for half an hour. From 
tbe rofK- walk I went to labor iu a brick- 
yard, where I was again brntally used, 
and when Mr. Gladstone was at Oxford 
I was breaking stones on the qiu t n's 
highway, with hardly enough ( lotliing 
to protect me fronj the cold. " Truly a 
striking and dramatic contrast between 
the early years of two prime
